EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 1-3, 7-12, and 18-19 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the method for controlling a powertrain as claimed, and 
particularly including adjusting an engine operating parameter to maintain a positive powertrain 
output torque based on whether an actual vehicle trajectory is below a desired vehicle speed 
deceleration trajectory, wherein the engine is coupled to a transmission via a torque converter, 
wherein the positive powertrain output is maintained by maintaining a torque converter input 
speed greater than torque converter output speed, and including the remaining controls and 
structure of claim 1 . The present invention also particularly includes the positive power train 
being maintained via the unlocking of a the torque converter during an actual vehicle trajectory 
below the desired vehicle speed deceleration trajectory, and including the remaining controls and 
structures of claims 1 1 and 18, respectively
